Teutons Ready to End War,
Is Declaration Heard
Constantly

WANT WILSON TO ACT

BERLIN, May 15

The most notable relaxation of the ceansor
shown sinees the war begnn I now apparent
in relation to ‘peace talk™ iIn the news-
papern and in press telegramas being sent
outalde of Germany,

The genernl tenor of the peace argu-
Fmenta Ia that the people of the belllgerent
countries are tired of the bloody strife and
the enormous financial drain and are ready
to qult, If thelr Governments conkent.

It Germuny the declaration la conatantly
heard that the German Govelnment stands
ready and wllling to open pence negotin-
tions. 'The constant relteration of this
statement, It Is bglieved, is having consid-
erable moral effect upon the peoples of the
natlons at war with Germany.
